Tht wist foundliig fathers of the United 
flutes gave the country a profound and flex* 
M e eooslttution whkh has served amazingly 
w ^ through the years. 
However, the electkm of a President no 
longer ftts their concept of how a President 
should be chosen, though the old format of 
the electoral college has been retained. It was 
their idea that appointed electors from each 
state, which equalled the number of the rep* 
resenUtives and senators each state had in 
Congress, would actually elect the President 
and vice president.

There is some support for the election of 
the President on the popular vote, but this 
would destroy the concept of the Import* 
nnee of the state and dilute the Inflnence 
of the less populous states.

ting the roost popular votes in the state. 
WWle Congress is about it, it would do 
well to make a study of the method of elect­ 
ing a President in a country which has 


However, within the concept <rf the Con­ 
stitution it would be possible to divide the 
state’s electoral votes according to the popu­ 
lar vote for President in each congressional 
district. In this way the electoral votes as­ 
signed on the basis of the state’s number of 
congressmen could be split and the state’s 
two electoral votes allotted for the senators 
could be cast for the candidate who carries 
the whole state. 
Thus the winner-take-all feature of the 
present electoral college system would be 
eliminated, but weight now given to each 
state would not be lost as it would by going 
to a straight popular vote. 


The total will of the people would be 
more tmly represented than it Is now and 
the possibility would be lessened of one 
segment of society swinging an election 
by holding the balance of power in a large 
state.

Washington—As was predictable, the Viet­ 
namese crisis has entered another phase of 
acute inflammation. Political deterioration will 
inevitably coittinue, until and unless President 
Ljmdon Johnacm takes strong measures to re­ 
verse the military trend. 
As was also predictable, 
the Republicans have begun 
their preparations to ezi^it 
an expect^ disaster in South­ 
east Asia. In a speech obvious­ 
ly intmided to make a record 
for the future, former V i c e 
President Richard Nixon has 
called on President Johnson 
to take whatever measures 
may be needed "to end the 
war by winning it."

In short, the specter of a catastrophic 
American <Mrat looms larger and larger, and 
it becomes clearer and clearer that the in­ 
quest on this defeat—if it is permitted to occur 
—will poison our national life. In these cir­ 
cumstances, the aimless drift that idfltots our 
Vietnamese policy-making caUs out for exi^- 
nation. Part of the explanation Is clearly to be 
found in a question sometimes put to callers 
at the White House. 
"Do you still believe in the domino 
theory?” is the question. 
It is asked in a tone so scornful and ac­ 
cusing that little doubt remains about the cur- 
r®nt iinpnpularity of the "domino theory^’ in 
White House circles. The President has evi­ 
dently persuaded himself, or at least three- 
quarters persuaded himself, that a great de­ 
feat in Vietnam need not have the grave con- 
sequpticef 
Vietnam predicted by the 
"domiiio tfaeorlfte." 


Item; In the Philippines, the Communist 
guerrillas, the Hukbàlahaps, have resumed ag­ 
gressive activity after years of quiescence.

In a parallel. Communist propaganda in 
Manila is bearing more and more important 
fruits in the form of anti-American protest 
meetings, buniings-in-effigy of the U.S. am­ 
bassador and so on. Again, these are prepara­ 
tions to exploit an expected American defeat 
—after which the Philippine government will 
more and more tend to sound like Snkarao's 
Indonesian government. 


Item: Extremely disturbing signs have ap­ 
peared in Formosa. The chief Chinese intel­ 
ligence operative in Macao, Gen. Ch’eng 
I-ming, has defected to the Chinese Commu­ 
nists. Another fairly important military fig­ 
ure, Gen. Chao Chih-hua, has been arrested 
for subversive public talk. 
At least four outbreaks of local dissidence 
in Chinese Nationalist Army units have had to 
be forcibly suppressed.

The South Vietnam Nation­ 
al Liberation Froirt, the politi­ 
cal arm of the Viet Cong, is 
sued the order. 
The broadcast said: 
”T h e people’s liberation 
forces and nerrillas wiU not 
attack positions and units of 
the Saigon puppet troops to al­ 
low them to return to their 
families and native villages to 
enjoy the festival . . . with 
the condition that they will not 
carry any arms whatever, in­ 
cluding sharp or pointed arms 
or intelligence means such as 
cameras, wireless sets a n d 
tape recorders. 
“ However,” the broadcast 
added, “ if during this period, 
troops and military detach­ 
ments of the Saigon pupp^ 
authorities carry out raids 
against the people, the libera­ 
tion army , mUitiamen a n d 
guerrillas will resolutely and 
duly punish them with a view 
to defending the people during 
the new y ear festivid.”

Frol Kozlov 
Dies at 56 
Fo rmer No . 2 
S o viet Lea d er 


Moscow 
Frol R. Kozlov , 
a former first deputy premier, 
is dead, Tass reported Sat­ 
urday. 
Late last y ear, Kozlov was 
removed—apparently because 
of iUs failing health—as first 
deputy premier. Now 56, he 
was reported to have had a 
stroke about two y ears ago. 
He had been a powerful So­ 
viet figure, in that post and 
in the secretariat of the Com­ 
munist party . 
Kozlov became a familiar 
figure to many Americans 
early in 1959 when he v isited 
and toured the United States 
as an adv ance man for t h e 
v isit of then Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev . He was consid­ 
ered then the No. 2 man in 
the Sov iet Union and heir 
a p p a r e n t to Khrushchev . 
Khrushchev was ov erthrown 
last October. 
Frol 
Romanov ich 
Koslov 
impressed Americans w h o 
met him as.a typical repre­ 
sentativ e of the post-rev olu­ 
tionary Sov iet Communist. 
He was an ’’apparatchik,” 
a plodder in the ranks of the 
pariy who fitted in well with 
the apparatus of party bureau­ 
cracy , serving with equal, im­ 
partial devotion under Stalin, 
Georgi Malenkov and Khru­ 
shchev. 
In appearance, Kozlov was 
a far cry from the stereoty ped 
image of the Russian Com­ 
munist. He looked like a pros­ 
perous Iowa banker, a n d 
dressed that way , too, in well- 
cut, conservative suits.

Th e first four roads to be 
built under th e recreation 
road program set up by th e 
1963 legislature are expected 
to be completed by th e end 
of th e y ear, th e state depart­ 
ment of roads reported 
Sat­ 
urday . 
R. C. Ay res, secondary 
roads engineer, said th e lar­ 
gest of th e projects—a 10-mile 
link between U.S. High way 6 
and Harry Strunk lake in 
Fronü er County —was put un­ 
der contract last month and 
could be completed by th is 
fall. 
'Th e project carries a price 
teg of about 195,000. 
Planning on four oth er pro­ 
jects—at Lewis and 
Cl a r k 
lake, th e State lakes at Fre­ 
mont aad Memph is, and Blue 
Stem lake east of Sprague— 
h as already been 
started, 
Ay res said. 
“Th e

Board members planned to 
give study to the amount of 
irrigation wells now construct­ 
ed on those rivers that would 
effect Lincoln’s main source 
of water, the Platte river at 
Ashland. 
The city is now getting 
some 60 million gallons per 
day from Ashland, and could 
increase this to 80 million 
gallons per day by increas­ 
ing pressure and making oth­ 
er improvements at Ashland 
Dunn told the board he 
doubted that Lincoln, in its

water from the proposed Oak 
Creek reservoir because such 
city pumping probably would 
lower the reservoir too much 
for other purposes.
